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Chinatown  Prepares  For  Double  Ten  Celebration 


Community  organiza¬ 
tions  are  rushing  to 
finalize  preparations 
for  the  Double-Tenth 
celebration  to  be  held 
Sunday,  Oct.  13. 

A  Double-Tenth  Pa¬ 
rade  will  begin  at  12 
noon  from  Chinatown. 
The  two-hour  long  pro¬ 
cession  will  march  up 
Chauncy  Street  towards 
the  central  commercial 
district,  take  a  left 
down  Tremont  along  the 
Boston  Commons.  Then, 
it  will  turn  left  on 
Stuart,  march  down  Ha¬ 
rrison  Avenue  until  it 


reaches  the  Mass.  Turn¬ 
pike.  The  parade  will 
circle  Tai  Tung  Vil¬ 
lage  before  returning 
to  Chinatown. 

The  parade  will  be 
more  spectacular  than 
last  year,  as  the  num¬ 
ber  of  floats  and  par¬ 
ticipants  has  substan¬ 
tially  increased. 

Eight  community  or¬ 
ganizations  have  sign¬ 
ed-up  for  floats:  the 
Chinese  Merchants  As¬ 
sociation,  the  Chinese 
American  Civic  Assoc., 
the  Chinese  YMCA,  the 
Kuo-Mintang,  the  Kew 


Sing  Music  Club,  the 
Quong  Kow  Chinese 
School, the  New  England 
China  Martial  Art  Aca¬ 
demy,  and  the  Greater 
Boston  Chinese  Student 
Association. 

The  Boston  Gas  Com¬ 
pany  will  participate: 
a  gigantic  Chinese  tea 
pot  is  planned! 

The  Chinese  Mer¬ 
chants  Elderly  Tuxedo 
(Chinese  style)  march¬ 
ing  unit,  the  American 
Legion's  Drum  &  Bugle 
band,  and  scores  of 
others  will  partici¬ 
pate. 


A  series  of  stage 
programs  will  start  at 
the  corner  of  Beach 
and  Hudson  Streets  at 
2  p.m.  with  folk  danc¬ 
ing,  kung  fu  demonstra¬ 
tions,  Chinese  opera 
concert,  and  a  lion 
dance. 

A  new  Chinese  movie 
"  Everlasting  Glory" 
will  be  shown  at  the 
Chinese  Merchants  Hall 
from  6  to  10  p.m. 

According  to  Consul 
General  Shi h  Ying  Woo, 
who  dedicated  the  mov¬ 
ie  to  the  community, 
the  film's  production 


utilized  at  least  two 
divisions  of  infantry 
soldiers  to  make  the 
war  scenes  realistic.

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Franchi  Defends  Hiring 

Promises,  Explains  Jobs

Franchi  Construc¬ 
tion  Co. ,  Inc. ,  offi- 
cials--a  t  a  meeting 
with  Quincy  School 
Community  Committee 
(QSCC)  members  main¬ 
tained  that  the  six 
on-site  job  positions 
listed  in  a  letter  to 
the  QSCC  were  avail¬ 
able  to  community  re¬ 
sidents.  (One  has  been 
filled.) 

However,  because  of 
irregular  construction 
schedule  and  delays, 
the  construction  com¬ 
pany  cannot  determine 
when  those  jobs  will 
be  open  for  hiring. 

Joseph  Lazo,  job 
supervisor  for  Franchi 
said  that  there  can  be 
no  guarantee  of  job 
duration.  It  is  com¬ 
pany  policy,  he  said, 
the  "the  last  one 
hired  would  be  the 
first  one  layed  off." 

Lazo  said  that  it 
is  difficult  for  Fran¬ 
chi  to  determine  in 
advance  of  two  or  more 
weeks  what  the  labor 
needs  will  be. 

"I  asked  for  two 
(carpenter)  trainees 
(the  week  before)  and 
got  only  one... Where 


do  I  go?  If  I  go  to 
the  union  halls,  the 
community  is  after  me, 
and  if  I  wait  for  the 
community  to  find  an¬ 
other  trainee,  I"m 
short  a  worker." 

Lazo  further  cited 
a  community  resident's 
failure  to  show  up. 

Eugene  Chang, QSCC 's 
Equal  Employment  Op¬ 
portunity  (EEO)  com¬ 
mittee  chairman,  re¬ 
sponded  to  the  problem 
by  noting  that  there 
was  a  natural  reluc¬ 
tance  which  many  Chi¬ 
nese  workers  felt  when 
they  had  to  register 
for  the  BACP  in  a 
strange  neighborhood 
before  starting  work. 

Karl  Hahn,  QSCC  E- 
qual  Opportunity  com¬ 
mittee  member,  agreed 
that  while  it  was  dif¬ 
ficult  for  the  commu¬ 
nity  to  solve  this 
problem,  it  was  one 
which  they  were  trying 
to  solve. 

Chang  was  also 
critical  of  community 
residents  employed  who 
fail  to  report,  a  sit¬ 
uation  he  claimed  to 
have  no  control  over.

The  meeting  was 
called  by  Eugene 
Storms  and  Angello 
Coll  el  a,  two  members 
of  the  Boston  Area 
Construction  Program, 
Inc. , (BACP) ,  a  federal 
training  program.

Thomas  Bushman , 
Franchi  corporate  EEO 
officer,  said  that 
"Franchi  was  prepared 
to  set  up  a  meeting 
with  the  sub-contrac¬ 
tors"  within  a  week  to 


ten  days,  to  discuss 
Affirmative-Ac  t  i  o  n 
programs  and  to  nego¬ 
tiate  job  openings. 

Bushman  further  no¬ 
ted  that  payment  was 
being  withheld  from 
the  Carter  Pile  Driv¬ 
ing  Co.,  charged  with 
having  no  minority 
members  at  the  Quincy 
School  site  during  the 
weeks  of  Aug.  5-16. 
However, the  Carter  Co. 
is  "prepared  to  have 
minorities  at  the  next 
procedure  of  the  job," 
Bushman  said. 

Mr.  Bushman  said, 
however,  that  most  of 
Carter's  employees  are 
permanent,  full-time, 
who  travel  from  job  to 
job.  Therefore,  there 
are  few  job  openings. 

Coll  el  a'  asserted 
that  the  rationale  is 
too  e  a  s  y.  "I  don’t 
care...I"ve  heard  it 
all  before.  The  v/hole 


concept  is  not  to  do 
business  as  usual  but 
to  give  the  minority  a 
chance  to  clear  him¬ 
self  with  the  union." 

Howard  Shelton,  di¬ 
rector  o  f  Contract 
Compliance  for  the 
City  of  Boston,  con¬ 
sidered  by  Storms  as 
the  most  important 
figure  at  proceedings 
such  as  this,  failed 
to  attend  the  meeting. 


Mayor  Kevin  White

and  long  active  in 
several  Chinese  commu¬ 
nity  groups, and  chair¬ 
man  of  the  board  of 
the  YMCA  in  South  Cove.

The  Ho  Yuen  Bakery 
is  Chinatown's  latest 
addition.  It  official¬ 
ly  opened  in  early  Ju¬ 
ly  on  Beach  Street  and 
promptly  sold-out  on 
the  first  two-days.  Ho 
Yuen  is  a  "first", Bos¬ 
ton  Chinatown's  first 
bakery. 

Samples  of  its  pas¬ 
try  and  other  goodies 
were  available  during 
the  August  Moon  Festi¬ 
val  .  The  donated  moon- 
cakes  of  various  as¬ 
sortment  were  sold  by 
the  August  Moon  Fest 
committee  at  the  "Tea 
House"  to  support  the 
gala  occasion.

Mike  Lee,  son  of

If  the 
friend  is  using  his 
telephone,  the  caller 
will  hear  a  busy  sig¬ 
nal  similar  to  those 
in  the  United  States 
but  slower.  Two  short 
rings  followed  by  a 
pause  indie'4-0  that 
the  call  is  ringing  in 
the  home  in  Ting .Kau. 
If  the  number  dialed 
is  not  in  service,  the 
caller  will  hear  a 
steady  continuous  tone 
After  dialing  the  en¬ 


tire  number,  allow  at 
least  3D  seconds  to 
reach  the  overseas 
number. 

Callers  should  re¬ 
member  to  add  13  hours 
to  the  time  of  day  in 
the  United  States  to 
determine  the  time  in 
Hong  Kong. 

The  cost  of  calls 
to  Hong  Kong  is  SR  for 
the  first  three  minute 
any  time  of  day,  with 
a  charge  of  S2.65  for 
each  additional  m  i¬ 


nute. 

Callers  may  still 
dial  "0" (Operator)  for

The  Local  Chinese 
Development  Corpora¬ 
tion  (LCDC)  which  aids 
businessmen  in  obtain¬ 
ing  funds  for  business 
expansion  opened  for 
operation  in  July, 1974; 

Since  then, the  cor¬ 
poration,  housed  i  n 
the  Chinese  Merchants 
Association  Building, 
20  Hudson  Street,  has 
received  applications 
for  loans  ranging  from 
a  few  thousand  dollars 
to  hundreds  of  thou¬ 
sands. 

The  primary  objec¬ 
tive  of  the  LCDC  is  to 
"benefit  the  community 
as  measured  by  in¬ 


creased  employment, 
payroll,  business  vol¬ 
ume,  and  corresponding 
factors."  Its  major 
function  is  to  obtain 
funds  from  banks,  the 
Federal  Small  Business 
Administration,  funds 
pooled  from  private 
sources,  and  to  issue 
loans  to  community 
businessmen  for  the 
purpose  of  setting  up 
new  businesses  or  ex¬ 
panding  existing  busi¬ 
nesses  . 

The  LCDC  germinated 
from  the  persistency 
of  Arthur  Wong,  now 
president  of  the  cor¬ 
poration,  who  sought  a 


means  for  obtaining 
loans  for  local  busi¬ 
nessmen.  He  believed 
that  local  expansion 
was  limited  because  of 
the  inability  to  pool 
funds  and  to  use  the 
help  available  from 
the  Federal  Small 
Business  Administra¬ 
tion. 

In  1972,  he  had  his 
concept  developed  in 
writing,  printed  i  n 
both  English  and  Chi¬ 
nese,  and  distributed 
among  local  business¬ 
men.  That  proposal  has 
become  the  blueprint 
of  the  corporation. 

In  addition  to  ob¬ 


taining  funds, the  LCDC 
provides  a  consultant 
upon  request  for  those 
business  adventureres 
who  find  it  difficult 
to  come  up  with  a 
written  loan  proposal 
and  a  lined  budget. 
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monthly  by  the  Chinese- 
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corporation,  provides 
the  consultation  ser¬ 
vice  for  which  the 
corporation  charges  a 
small  fee.

These  are  only  a 
few  of  the  awards 
which  George  Moy,  pro¬ 
prietor  of  Peking  Ori¬ 
ental  Imports  on  New¬ 
bury  Street  has  accu¬ 
mulated  over  the  past 
decade. 

Originally  from 
Canton,  China,  Moy  be¬ 
came  a  photography  en¬ 
thusiast  when  he  came 
to  the  United  States 
as  a  young  man.  In 
1963,  he  joined  the 
Boston  Camera  Club 
winning  first  prize  in 
the  Class  B  competi¬ 
tion. 

Encouraged  he  turn¬ 
ed  to  reference  books 
for  guidance  in  the 
art  of  photography.  A 
close  alliance  with 
his  brother,  Steven 
Moy,  and  friends,  Ed¬ 


ward  Chong  and  Richie 
Yee,  all  prize-winning 
photographers,  helped 
him  to  develop  his  own 
special  ways  with  a 
camera.  The  group  of¬ 
ten  discussed,  criti¬ 
cized,  improved,  and 
solved  problems  i  n 
each  others'  work. 

Over  the  years,  Moy 
has  entered  many  ex¬ 
hibits  and  won  numer- 
our  prizes.  In  1964, 
he  won  first  prize  in 
the  Class  A  Competi¬ 
tion  of  the  Boston 
Camera  Club  and  has 
since  then  won  three 
additional  first 
prizes.  Pictures  from 
this  competition  were 
sent  the  Class  AA 
black/white  competi¬ 
tion  of  the  New  Eng¬ 
land  Camera  Council 
where  he  has  won  at 
least  10  first  prizes. 

First  prize  in  the 
worldwide  Photographic 
Society  of  America  In¬ 
ter-Club  Competition 
has  also  been  taken  by 
George  Moy. 

Moy's  favorite  pho¬ 
tographic  subjects  are 
snowstorm  scenes, birds 


seascapes,  and  unusual 
subjects.  Working  only 
in  black  and  white,  he 
uses  35mm  or  2%  camer¬ 
as  for  his  pictures. 
He  has  his  own  dark¬ 
room  and  develops  his 
own  work  with  either 
high  key  or  low  key 
effects. 

Moy  noted  that  over 
the  years  the  ideas  of 
what  constitutes  a 
good  picture  has 
changed.  Twenty  years 
ago  tone,  quality,  and 
technique  were  sought. 
Today  subject  matter, 
character,  and  impact 
are  more  important  el¬ 
ements. 


According  to  Moy, 
"one  doesn't  have  to 
have  the  best  equip¬ 
ment  to  become  a  good 
photographer . "  Peopl e 
tend  to  shelter  expen¬ 
sive  cameras  and  to 
stay  out  of  rough  sit¬ 
uations  such  as  rain 
or  snow.  Less  expen¬ 
sive  cameras  are  good 
for  these  dramatic  oc¬ 
casions.
